Cain, tho colored member, mado 


several witty hits in the course of a ten 
minutes' speech. 
Chittendon followed, 


opposing the bill. Tho House is in 
good humor. 


After some short speeches Hale took 


the floor, defending tho ooustilution- 
ulily of the bill, when L.imar walked 
halt wuy across the floor to Halo's desk, 
and declared if there was a single law 
in any southern statute book in con- 
flict with tho Fourteenth Amendment, 
ho was equally with him. There was 
considerable •excitemeut for 
a few 


minutes. 


Mi. Caldwel!'protested against the 


bill, as did also Messrs. K dridge and 
Brown, ol Kcnucky. Tho latter made 
•some very severe remarks on its inecp- 
lion and its object, and said it was born 
in malignity, would be passed in defi- 
ance and violation of tho Constitution, 
and would bo executed in violence and 
bloodshed, as he fc'.rcd. 


Mr. Hale, of Now York, objected to 


tlic latter remarks, as unparliamentary, 
but it was not so ruled. 


Mr. Brown eontiuuod : You men who 


propouo to pass this bill, have been 
weighed in the balance and found want- 
ing. 


Mr. Speaker informed Mr. Brown 


that he must address tho Chair. 


Mr. Brown. Mr. Spoiker, your 


conduct in this and other matters 
(laughter at effect of Brown's obedi- 
ence to ttrc Speaker) reminds me of a 
passage of Junius, where ho describes a 
bad tenant having received notico to 
quit, breaking the furniture and putting 
the house in disorder and doing all he 
could to vex tbo landlord. Brown con- 
tinned his remarks at Some length. 
He 


said a terrible condition of affairs exist- 
ed in Louisiana, which he alleged was 
through oonspiraoy this occurred. lie 
dououneed tho rocont federal interfer- 
ence in that Stato and quoted from mod- 
ern history to prove its unoonstitution- 
ality. 


Ho alluded to the practice of Burk- 


ing in Scotland, and to the man fiom 
whom that naino was derived, in such a 
manner as caused the Speaker to ask if 
he was referring to a member of the 
House. 
Mr. Brown affirmed he was 


not, but continued that the man's name 
was linked to his crimes, and through- 
out the world it is known as "Burk- 
ing. ' If I desired to express all that 
was pusillanimous in war, inhuman in 
peace, forbidden iu morals and infa- 
mous in politics, I should call it "But 
lerizing." [Sensation.] 


Tho Speaker (interrupting). 
The 


gentleman did not deal in good faith 
with the Chair; he did not answer in 
good faith the question addressed him.

taking down Brown's language, said it 
would have been inexcusable to allow

Mr. Brown—"I wish now to state 


that I intended no evasion or prevari- 
cation to the Speaker, and no disrespect 
to lho House."
